Adding a Moral border to plain 
materint 1s one quite good way of 
cheering up curtains which have 
shrunk a little in the wash 

Use a small patterned cretonne or 
shiny chintz, and make tho border 
noven to nine Inches deep, ahortening 
the curtain a little more {r necessary, 
but personally I tike to keep the extra 
material as a backing for the 
border.

British Air Force 


. LONDON, Nov. 14. 

Bombers instead of pursuit 
planes was the demand put for- 
ward to-day by Captain Paine, 
the political correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph in an article 
sharply attacking the new plans 
of British . acrial re-armament 
drawn up by Sir Kingsloy Wood, 
the British Alr Minister. | 


Captain Paine also puts forward the 
demand that the British alr force 
should not only be as strong a3 that 
of any single other nation, but should 
have a wider range of action. 


It is entirely wrong to suppose, ‘he 
says, that ‘the role which the’ air 
weapon will play In the future, will 
be. tn the main restricted to defence. 
Certain weather conditions make it 
diMicult for anti-nircraft guns to place 
bombing machines under effective 
fire, quite apart frorh the fact-that 
the Intest types of bombers.are abic 
to clude fighting machines. 

Drawing attention to the danger of 
massed alr raids on English senports 
which are particularly ‘dlMficult to 
defend by antiaircraft guns and 
fighting machines, Captain Paine de- 
mands on alr force powerful enough 
{yu enable Britain to eripple the 
enemy’s capacity for an attack;. that 
Is to say to make it possible to bomb 
his factories and ammunition depots. 
In this connection he points out that 
Britain has the great advantage over 
Germany in having Canada as a base 
for production. 

An alr supremacy ether alone, or 
€ that cannot be renlized ‘quickly 
enough-together with France, has be- 
come, he saya, the prime necessity for 
Britain. —Trans-Ocean,

Where Jewish doctors and Jewish 
sick Inatitutlons are unable to cope 
with the situation, competent public 
health authorities have been instruct-" 
ed to appoint German assistant doce 
tors to ‘nssure adequate medical ser- 
vice.’ Until now, it Is declared, this 
has not proved necessary, ond treat- 
ment in Jewish sick institutions has 
jn no case been disturbed.—Trans-

CHILDREN REMOVED 
FROM SCHOOLS 


Berlin, Nov. 14. 
The last Jewish puplis still in 
German schools were removed fo-day 
by a deeree of the Reichs Minister of 
ucntlon, Dr, Bernhard Rust. Inan 
official statement on the matter, it is 
declared: 


“After the nefarious murder in 
Paris of the German Diplomat, Herr 
yon Rath, no German teacher could 
be expected to impart instruction to 
Jewish schoolchildren. Moreover, it 
goes without saying that It would be 
{Intolerable for German pups to sit 
with Jews in the same classrooms". 

Racial separation had in general 
veen carried out in the lost few years, 
put a small residual number of Jewlsh 
pupils still remained at German 
Gchools, Subject to further legal 
regulation, Dr. Rust accordingly de- 
termincd that “Jews are not allowed 
to attend German schools, They are 
allowed to attend only Jewish schools, 
As for ns this has not already ‘hap- 

ened, all Jewlsh pupils still attend- 

ng German schools arc to be dis- 
missed immediately. This regulation 
applics to all schools under my 
__ authority, including the obligatory

Washington, Nov. 14. 

“The United States not only has’ a 
small number of men under arms 
but has marked shortages of reserves 
and munitions, including defensive 
weapons, whith Is a matter of major 
military importance nnd must be 
bullt up 1s soon ns possible,” declares 
the annual report issued to-day by 
Gen, Cralg, Chief of Staff. 


“Current operations in China and 
Spain illustrate the greatly increased 
power of new defensive weapons 
which has restored to defence, the 
superiority it was deemed to have 
lost with the advent of new offensive 
arms.” 


Gen. Craig proposes that the re~ 
gulor army should be increased 3,000 
to 108,000, including 21,600 for the 
alr corps, He also asks in addition 
for anti-aircraft guns, scarchllghts 
nnd fire control equipment, anti-tank 
Runs, semi-automatic rifies for .the 
infantry ond medium-aized tanks to 
supplement the existing force of 
light tanks.

Massnge your gloved tiands, using 
a soft-bristle nallbrush for the bad-

' Push off the gloves—never pull 
them—and squeeze the suds through 
:the leather untill it is thoroughly 
clean, Rinse in two lukewarm

Blow Into the gloves and shape them 
jand hang up.to dry..
